A Counterfeit  1909-S  Lincoln  Ce

‘09-S  VDB:  there  are  fake 
1909-S  Lincolns,  too. 


Wow,  THAT'S 

A GOOD  DEAL- 
MAYBE  TOO  GOOD... 


Don't  be  fooled:  the  1 909-S  VDB  is  not  the  only  Lincoln  Cent  from  the  San 
Francisco  mint  that  year  which  was  counterfeited.  Recently  I was  at  a coin 
shop  conducting  business  and  was  offered  a complete  early  Lincoln  Cent 
book  1 909-1 940.  Every  piece  was  circulated  ranging  from  good  to  very  fine 
except  for  the  1909-S  which  was  a pleasing  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated 
Red/Brown.  With  a mintage  of  1,825,000  the  1909-S  was  not  saved  like  its 
VDB  counterpart,  which  makes  uncirculated  pieces  a bit  more  difficult  to 
find.  At  first  glance  the  coin  looked  almost  too  good.  The  strike  and  devices 
were  too  sharply  struck,  but  I purchased  the  coin  anyway  knowing  I had  the 
option  to  return  it. 

The  next  day  I was  examining  the  1 909-S  and  it  appeared  the  coin  may  not  be 
a genuine  piece.  To  confirm  my  suspicions,  I checked  some  reference  guides 
only  to  find  numerous  articles  showing  counterfeit  diagnostic  photos  for  the 
1 909-S  VDB  and  1 909-S  Indian  Cent-  however,  not  the  1 909-S  Lincoln  Cent.

marks  Breen  reports  on  Lincoln  s jacket  shoulder. 

Note  also  the  raised  edge  on  the  rim  which  more 
closely  resembles  the  edge  of  a proof  rather  than  a 
business  strike.  Fhe  middle  of  the  rim  is  marked  hy  "LP  record-like"  grooves. 


Considering  both  coins  are  expensive  pieces,  this  gives  reason  that  both  issues 

exist  as  forgeries.  In  The  Complete  Guide  to 
Lincoln  Cents,  author  David  Lange  stated, 
The  1 909-S  being  overshadowed  by  the 
famous  1 909-S  VDB  is  nevertheless  a 
semi  key  date  and  counterfeits  do 
exist."  In  another  publication.  The 
Lincoln  Cent,  author  Stephen 
Manley  states,  "As  with  the 
1909-S  VDB,  it  is  advisable 
to  look  for  signs  of  alteration 
with  the  1909-S."  Seeing 
there  were  warnings  of 
possible  counterfeits  I 
needed  definite  signs  of 
what  to  look  for. 


With  justifiable  attention 
given  to  the  '09-S  VDB, 
finding  specifics  on  a 
straight  '09-S  fake  was  tough. 
1 decided  to  check  in  Walter 
Breen's  Encyclopedia  ofU.S.  and 
Colonial  Coins.  Listed  under  Breen 
2057  were  the  following  comments 
evident  of  a counterfeit  1909-S 
Lincoln  Cent:  "On  Lincoln's  jacket 
shoulder  are  a series  of  horizontal 
ridge  lines  or  'tooling  marks'  which 
are  easily  visible."

See  the  date  above  and  notice  the  ridge  lines  in  all  the  numerals.  Again,  more 
tooling  marks.  Another  pickup  point  is  the  numeral  1 in  the  date.  At  the  top 
point  of  the  1 is  a raised  metal  dot.  Raised  metal  dots  are  almost  always  the 
sign  of  a counterfeit  coin  in  any  series. 

Further  research  led  me  to  the  American  Numismatic  Association's  Counterfeit 
Detection,  a Reprint  from  the  Numismatist.  According  to  the  ANA,  the 
mintmark  style  is  wrong.  The  same  'S'  mintmark  was  used  on  all  Lincoln  Cent 
production  dies  from  1 909  thru  1 91 6. 


Counterfeit 


Genuine  ‘S’ 


A genuine  'S'  mintmark  should  be  small  and  boxy  with  parallel  serifs  (above, 
right).  The  mintmark  on  the  counterfeit  is  snakelike  and  flat  where  the  top  and 
bottom  stick  out  and  do  not  curve  in  to  produce  the  parallel  serifs  (above,  left). 
Also  notice  the  lines  of  raised  metal  inside  the  curves  (above,  left).

Lastly,  the  rim  shows  signs  of  more  tooling  marks  which  resemble  grooves  in 

a record  and  the  coin  has  sharp  squared  off  edges 
which  resemble  a proof  coin  (See  illustrations, 
page  12).  The  ANA  believes  this  is 
caused  by  the  counterfeiter's  use  of 
higher  striking  pressure  than  used 
by  the  mint.  Counterfeit  Lincoln 
and  Indian  cents  usually  have 
this  edge  type.  The  high 
pressure  is  probably  used  to 
hide  weaknesses  in  the  die; 
however,  it  actually  makes 
the  counterfeit  coin  easier 
to  detect. 


Wh  i le  gather  i ng  i nformati  on 
on  this  coin  I discovered 
that  thousands  of  1909-S 
and  1909-S  VDB  pieces 
have  been  altered  by  adding 
an  "S"  mintmark  to  those 
genuine  pieces.  This  is  achieved 
by  soldering  the  mintmark  and 
whizzing  the  surrounding  fields  to 
remove  any  excess  solder.  According  to 
the  ANA  this  example  shows  the  counterfeit 
die  was  made  from  a genuine  1909  cent. 
Afterwards  a manufactured  "S"  mintmark  punch  was 
used  to  punch  the  "S"  into  the  die.  Close  up  examination  shows  the  mintmark 
flows  into  the  surrounding  fields  which  proves  it  is  part  of  the  coin. 


Examination  of  the  coin's  reverse 
shows  additional  counterfeit 
diagnostics.  The  first  is  a large 
raised  metal  dot  which  is  located 
above  the  bottom  tip  of  the  left 
wheat  stem  (at  right). 


Raised  stray  dots  of  metal  can  be  a 
warning  sign  of  a counterfeit  in  any  series. 
The  reverse  of  the  fake  ‘()9-S  shows  one  here 
above  tbe  tip  of  the  left  wheat  stalk.  Further 
note  the  raised  rim  edge  that  would  be  more 
common  to  a proof  Lincoln  Cent. 
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Next  there  are  two  additional  areas 
of  raised  metal.  One  is  a raised  dot 
on  the  lower  right  corner  of  the  letter 
'N'  in  ONE.  The  other  is  a small  lump 
of  raised  metal  on  the  top  left  corner 
above  the  'E'  in  ONE.  Lastly,  there  is 
a raised  metal  line  through  the  middle 
of  the  'C'in  CENT.  It  starts  lower  on  the 
left  side  and  slants  up  to  the  right. 

Unless  you  are  an  expert  on  these 
coins  it  is  best  to  buy  a certified  piece 
encapsulated  by  a professional  third 
party  grading  service.  Most  collectors 
will  buy  the  1909-SVDB  certified  due 
to  the  high  price  tag;  however,  do 
not  let  the  lower  priced  non-VDB  sway  a sensible  decision.  If  an  uncirculated 
1 909-S  Lincoln  Cent  is  a coin  you  desire,  buying  a certified  piece  can  save  you 
the  possibility  of  acquiring  an  uncertified  specimen  worth  less  than  10%  of  retail- 
or for  that  matter  worthless  like  the  one  I purchased.  Fortunately  for  me,  I dealt 
with  a reputable  dealer  who  refunded  my  money  and  in  the  future  I will  know 
what  to  look  for.  Hopefully  this  information  will  be  helpful  to  those  wishing  to 
add  the  1 909-S  Lincoln  Cent  to  their  collection.

CONVENTION  CHICAGO  2013. 

When  convention  goers  see  someone  wearing  this  medal,  they  are  encouraged 
to  thank  them  for  taking  the  time  to  put  together  an  educational  program. 

Only  50  of  these  unique  medals  were  minted  at  IMC,  Bloomington,  Indiana.  They 
are  not  for  sale.  The  Chicago  Coin  Club  presented  speakers  at  the  201 1 Convention 
with  a similiar  medal  in  antique  bronze  with  a maroon  neck  ribbon.

Does  anyone  out  there  want  to  go  to  Colorado  for  summer  vacation?  Have 
a chance  to  see  major  league  baseball  in  another  stadium?  See  the  world  at 
14,000  feet  from  the  summit  of  the  famed  Pikes  Peak?  Or  if  high  places  are 
not  for  you,  how  about  exploring  Manitou  Grand  Caverns  Cave  of  the  Winds 
or  descending  1000  feet  inside  the  depths  of  a mountain  gold  mine?  As  a 
receiver  of  a scholarship  to  the  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA) 
Summer  Seminars  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  ILNA  Youth  Numismatist 
Ambassador  Nathaniel  Murphy  chose  to  enjoy  the  view  from  the  top  when 
he  took  the  Cog  Railway  to  the  summit  of  Pikes  Peak. 

If  you  think  it  sounds  like  a good  time,  it  is.  For  many  people  of  all  ages,  the 
ANA  Seminars  can  be  a life-changing  event.  According  to  statistics  from  the 
ANA,  more  than  70  percent  of  all  attendees  return  for  another  week  packed 
with  excitement,  exploration  and  the  sharing  of  knowledge  thru  numismatics.

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STILL  HUNGRY  FOR 
MORGAN  DOLLARS?

The  price  of  silver  is  probably  not  going  to  bottom 
out  on  the  world's  commodity  markets  any  time  soon, 
despite  the  platitudes  of  spin  doctors  and  accusations  of  market  manipulation. 
Because  of  this,  the  days  of  picking  up  cheap  silver  dollars  from  dealer  bargain 
bins  are  pretty  much  behind  us.  Yet  almost  all  we  collectors  still  have  a love 
affair  with  big,  silver  coins.  In  a situation  like  this,  what's  a Morgan  dollar  lover 
to  do?  Well,  here's  a four-prong  plan  of  attack: 


Buy  excellent,  but  common  date  Morgan  dollars. 


It's  a fact  any  collector  knows:  There  are  some  very  common  Morgan  dollars. 
Coins  were  often  made,  plopped  into  bank  vaults  and  not  used.  Plenty  sat 
in  bank  vaults  for  decades  never  seeing  the  light  of  day  or  a real  hand-to- 
hand  transaction.  Coins  like  the  1 880-S  and  the  1 881  -S  are  very  common 
because  they  were  housed  in  such  vaults  for  a remarkably  long  time. 


But  precisely  because  many  of  the  Morgan  dollars  were  not  used  in  their 
day,  they  are  still  collectible  for  much  less  than  the  proverbial  king's  ransom. 
Because  we  are  collectors,  we  like  to  try  to  assemble  full  sets  of  any  kind  of 
coin.  That's  tough  here  because  the  series  is  big-  and  the  expensive  coins 
can  quickly  become  very  expensive  indeed.  But  if  you  look  through  any 
price  list  and  focus  just  on  the  dates  and  mint  marks  that  are  common,  you 
can  assemble  a good  looking  collection  without  flattening  your  wallet. 


Q Buy  good  looking,  certified  Morgan  dollars,  whether  they  are  common 
date  pieces  or  not. 

This  is  always  a fun  challenge.  Morgan  dollars  have  been  one  of  the  two 
flagship  coins  for  the  third  party  grading  services-  all  the  way  back  to  the 
1 980's  when  such  companies  really  came  into  existence.  The  other  has 
been,  arguably,  the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar.  Prior  to  that  time,  people 
bought  and  sold  silver  dollars  based  on  descriptions  such  as:  "brilliant 
surfaces,"  or  "light,  pleasing  toning."  By  putting  a number  on  a silver  dollar- 
MS-64  versus  MS-65-  suddenly,  there  were  large  price  differences  based 
on  small  point  differences.  That  meant  it  was  worth  submitting  a quantity 
of  dollars  in  the  hopes  that  one  or  more  would  come  back  with  a coveted 
high  grade.  But  many  came  back  with  lower  grades-  low  enough  that 
there  was  no  real  premium  on  them.  The  end  result?  Many  encapsulated 
(slabbed)  Morgan  dollars  with  grades  like  MS-64,  MS-63,  or  even  MS-62 
that  are  well  housed,  yet  really  not  of  a very  high  value.

Trying  to  assemble  a set  of  slabbed  Morgan  dollars  without  creme  de  la 
creme  grades  can  be  both  fun  and  satisfying.  The  common  varieties  of  the 
1 878  can  be  had  for  less  than  $1 00  in  grades  such  as  MS-62  and  they  won't 
be  dogs  when  it  comes  to  eye  appeal.  Similarly  graded  common  pieces 
may  be  available  for  as  low  as  $60.  The  last  hurrah  of  the  series-  the  three 
different  dollars  issued  in  1921-  are  also  extremely  inexpensive,  coming 
in  at  about  $50  each  in  a low  mint  state  grades.  All  in  all,  slabbed  Morgan 
dollars  represent  a type  of  dollar  collecting  that  many  overlook,  simply 
because  they  consider  it  costly.  We  see  here  that  it  is  not  necessarily  so. 


Try  for  'S'  or  'CC'  Morgans. 


Too  often,  the  perception  is  that  these  two  mintmarks  always  equate  with 
high  prices.  Look  carefully  through  any  decent  price  list.  There  are  some 
San  Francisco  mint  marks  that  do  not  cost  a fortune.  A person  could  have 
fun  looking  for  them  exclusively. 


Likewise,  even  though  there  are  some  very  expensive  Morgan  dollars  sporting 
the  mint  mark  of  Carson  City,  Nevada,  a few  dates  such  as  the  1882-CC, 
1 883-CC,  and  1 884-CC  aren't  all  that  costly,  A person  could  have  fun  finding 
good  looking  pieces  with  these  dates  to  add  to  any  growing  collection. 

01  Try  to  make  a date  run,  even  if  you  can't  land  any  'S'  or  'CC'  Morgans. 

If  you  are  a frugal  collector  (hey,  there's  no  need  to  deny  it-  this  author 
joined  that  club  years  ago),  you  can  still  put  together  a date  run,  although  it 
might  be  shy  of  the  'S'  and  'CC'  mint  marks  we  just  mentioned.  Most  years 
from  1 878  to  1 904,  and  again  in  1921,  saw  at  least  one  mint  with  serious 
Morgan  dollar  production.  Start  by  looking  through  any  reference  book  for 
the  dates  and  mint  marks  listing  more  than  five  million  minted.  Chances  are 
that  even  with  any  and  all  of  the  silver  melts  that  have  occurred  since  then, 
there  are  still  a healthy  number  of  these  common  date  coins  in  existence. 
Landing  one  good  looking  piece  from  each  year  is  not  an  impossible  or 
costly  task. 

We  can  all  still  do  this! 


If  you  have  been  holding  your  breath  waiting  for  the  price  of  silver  metal 
to  drop,  well,  you  probably  look  rather  purple  by  now.  Exhale.  Realize 
that  the  price  will  never  drop  back  to  $4  per  ounce  and  see  what  fun  you 
still  might  be  able  to  have  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series.  As  we've  just  seen, 
there's  plenty  from  which  to  choose.  4^
